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Remarks 

With entry of ihis Response, Claims 1, 4. 7-11. 13, 20-29 are under examination, with 
Claims 1, 4, 13, 15, 17. 20-23, and 28-29 amended. 

Personal interview 

AppUcani's representative appreciates the interview of May 20, 2005, wherein the 
cited an and the pending claims were discussed. The Examiner and Applicant's 
representative discussed potenti^ amendments to the claims. No agreement was reached at 
that time. 

Rejection of Claims l, 4, 7-H, X3 anp 20-29 under 35 USC § 102(b) 

Claims 1, 4, 7-1 1» and 20-29 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ersek, et aj.. US Patent No. 5,336,263 ( "^Ersek"). The Examiner suted that 
'Tor claims 1, 4, 7 and 22 Ersek discloses bipbasic compositions,.,"; "see also paragraph 
bridging columns 5-6, Tor soft tissue.,. [a] desirable niaterial for the texmred panicles.,.. [is] 
polyethylene ')". Applicant traverses this rejection and this statement in panicular, 

As was discussea in the interview and in previous Responses, Ersek teaches 
implantation of panicles that have physical characteristics that mimic the augmentation site. 
Funber, there is no leaching in Ersek of Applicant's currently claimed invention comprising 
compositions and methods of implantation into soft tissues of a composition comprising high 
density polyethylene panicles. Ersek does not disclose each element of Applicant's currently 
claimed invention, and thus, does not anticipate Applicant's currently pending application. 

Ersek teaches that the implantation material should mimic the characteristics of the 
tissue into which the xnateiial is inserted. Ersek teaches, ai the paragraph bridging columns 
5-6, that *Tor a soft tissue, a soft elastomer such as silicone rubber is a desirable material for 
the textured particles." Later, Ersek teaches that **fabricaiion of ihe spheroids from a 
malleable polymer material such as a silicone rubber is preferred as it will more closely 
inutate the texture of the natural tissue it replaces," See Ersek Col, 8, lines 26-29. Ersek

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leaches away from using bard or non-elasiic maieriuls for soft tissue augmeniarion, and Ersek 
specifically teaches ihai polyethylene is not used for soft tissue augmeniaiion, bui that soft 
elastomers are used- Applicant's currently claimed invention is directed to soft tissue 
augmentation using high density polyethylene particles, and thus, Ersek does not provide an 
anticipatory teaching of Applicant's invention, but instead, provides a teaching away firom 
Applicant's currently claimed invention. 

Funher, Applicant respectfully submits that Applicant's currently claimed 
composition and the composition taught by Ersek are not the same. Ersek teaches that the 
injected materials must have similar characteristics to the injected tissues, and that "[w]hen a 

firm area is being treated, such as connective tissue or the like polyethylene may be 

satisfactorily utilized." See Col.5, line 68-Col,6, line 3. '\.for hard substances, 
biocompatible materials such as certain calcium salts including 
hydroxyapapiite,.,ceramics„,metals,»or glass may be utilized.'' Again, at CoL U, lines 27- 
36, Ersek teaches that the microparticle should *'mimic the duromeier hardness of the host 
tissue being filled". Ersek teaches that soft tissues are treated with elastouaeric tissues, 
connective tissues with polyethylene/polytetrafluoroetbylene and bone is treated with hard 
particles of hydroxyapatite. ceramics, metals or glass. 

Ersek does not teach that polyethylene is a bard material, but instead the polyethylene 
of Ersek is used for connective tissue repair. Please see the following table, which shows the 
similarities of several connective tissues and low density polyethylene. Low density 
polyethylene meets the teachings of Ersek for using materials similar to the tissue into which 
the material is injected.

Ersek does not provide a teaching of using high density polyethylene. High density 
polyethylene is quite different from other polyethylenes. See the following comparisons of 
the density (Figure 10), the tensile moduli (Figure II) and representations of the physical 
struaures of high density (top) and low density (middle) and linear low density polyethylene 
(Figure 2), As can be seen from these figures, high density polyethylene is physically 
different from other forms of polyethylene. ^

Thus, ihe composition taught by Ersek is not Applicant's currenily claimed composition. 
There is a structural differeiice between the panicles taught by Ersek and the particles 
claimed in Applicant's currently pending application which patentably distinguishes the 
composition disclosed by Ersek from that currently clainaed by Applicant- Ersek does not 
disclose a biocompatible micronized lexiexwred high density polyethylene panicle, and thus, 
Ersek does not anticipate Applicant's currently claimed invention. Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection. 

K«ECTiON Of Claims 1, 4, 7, X3, 20-22, 28 and 29 under 35 XJSC § X02(a) 

Claims 1, 4. 7, 13, 20-22, 28 and 29 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Bisson CFR 2785811) ("Bisson"), As noted by the Examiner, the publication 
date of Bisson is May 19, 2000, The Examiner stated that •^isson discloses compositions 

IS30B3S 
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comprising porous micropanicles and/or a suspension ageni used for soft tissue 
augmentation." 

In response to the § 102(a) rejection. Applicant subniits a declaration under 37 C J'.R, 
§M3l (Rule 131 declaration) to overcome the § 102(a) rejection. An Applicant imy 
establish prior invention by showing facts that the Applicant reduced to practice prior to the 
effective date of the reference, which is May 19, 2000, or conception of the invention prior to 
the effective date of the reference, coupled with due diligence from prior to that date, to a 
subsequent reduction to practice or to the filing of the application. 

Applicant's Rule 131 declaration, and an accompanying declaration from Dr. Stephen 
Perldns. sets forth facts sufficient to show thai Applicant conceived the invention and 
reduced it to practice prior to the May 19, 2000 effective date of Bisson, In summary. 
Applicant and Dr. Perkins met in early December, 1999, at which rime Applicant was In 
possession of the invention. See Dyer Declaration, ^3. also Peririns Declaration, 113. 
Applicant respectfully submits that Applicant's Rule 131 declaration, and accompanying 
declaration of Dr. Stephen Perkins, satisfies the requirements of Rule 131, and sets forth 
facts to show conception and reduction to practice of the invention prior to the effective date 
of Bisson. Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that Bisson is not prior an to be cited 
against Applicant's application and requests that the Examiner withdraw the rejection.

The foregoing is a complete response to the Oftice Action mailed March 2, 
2005- Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 1, 4, 7-11, 13. 15 and 17-29 are patentable.
